ANC ELECTION 
POSTPONED 


A special committee, head- 


ed by Sterling Tucker, City 
Council Chairman, has recom- 
mended to the full Council 
that ANC elections be held 
February 3, 1976, instead of 
November 1975 at the time of 
the school board elections. 
Tucker said that there are 
just not enough days available 


per Council Action, Congress- , 


ional Approval, and Board of 
Elections time requirements. 

It is expected that the full 
Council will approve the re- 
commendation. The Council is 
expected to take action by the 
end of June on a bill intro- 
duced by Tucker last month to 
establish 37 ANCs composed 
of single-member districts of 
2,000 people each around the 
city. The bill also would 
establish qualifications for 
candidates for the nonpartisan 
elections. 

After the Council passes the 
bill it must remain with 
Congress for 30 legislative 
days. With the congressional 
recess planned for August, city 
_ officials expect that the con- 
gressional review period will 


not end until mid-September 


or early October. 


Once the bill is enacted, 40 
days are provided for people 
to collect the necessary signa- 
tures to establish an ANC in 
their area and for challenges 


‘to these signatures. The Coun- 


cil needs 10 days to create an 
ANC on the petition of the 
citizens. 

Candidates from the single- A 
member districts will have 14 
days to collect 25 signatures 


„on their nominating petitions _ 


and return them to the elec- 
tions board for verification. 
Advisory Neighborhood 
Councils were created by the 
city’s home rule charter to give 
communities more voice in 
their government. They are to 
advise the mayor and City 
Council on governmental de- 
cisions affecting their areas. 
The special election in 
February will cost the city an 
estimated $281,000. The 
school board election in No- 
vember will cost an estimated 
$205,000. If both were held in 


November, the cost would be

that we have investigated such 
a proposal. Our study revealed 
that it would probably not’ be 
feasible to construct one 
under the street because of the 
security situation (as evi- 
denced by the lack of use of 
the one at 26th Street).

However, we are continu- 
ing to investigate this ap- 
proach.

If you have established 
credit in any firm, credit cards, 
bank credit, life insurance 
etc., or have been sued, 
arrested, or filed for bankrupt- 
cy chances are that a Consum- 
er Reporting Agencies has a 
file on you that shows how 
you pay your bills. 

There is a federal law (The 
Fair Credit Reporting Act) that 
protects consumers against 
the circulation of obsolete or 
inaccurate. information and 
insures that consumer report- 
ing agencies carry out their 
responsibilities in a manner 
that is fair and equitable to 
consumers. 

If you have been denied 
credit, insurance, or employ- 
ment, or if you believe you 
have had difficulties because 


of a consumer report on you, . 


here are some steps you can 
take: 


YOU HAVE THE RIGHT: 


1. To be told the name and 
address of the consumer re- 
porting agency that perpared a 
report that denied your credit. 

2. To be told by the 
Consumer Reporting Agency 
the nature, substance and 
sources (except for investiga- 
tive-type sources) of the infor- 


mation (except medical) col- . 


lected about you. 

3. To take anyone with you 
when you visit the consumer 
reporting agency to check on 
your file. 

4. To obtain all information 
to which you are entitled, free 


8. If a dispute develops 
between the reporting agency 
and you over your file, you 
have the right to have your 
version of such dispute placed 
in the file and included in 
future consumer reports. 

9. You may request the 
reporting agency to send your 
version of the dispute to 
certain businesses for a rea- 
sonable fee. 

10. To have a consumer 
-report withheld from anyone 
who under law does not 
‘have a legitimate business 
need for the information. 

11. To sue a reporting 
agency for damages if it 
willfully or negligently violates 
‘the law and, if successful, you 
can collect attorney’s fees and 
court costs. 

12. Not to have adverse 
information reported after 
‘seven years, except for bank- 
tuptcy, which may be report- 
ed for 14 years. 

13. To be notified by a 
business that it is seeking in- 
formation. about you which 
would constitute an “Investi- 
gative Consumer Repert.” 

14. To request from a 
business that ordered an in- 
vestigative report, more infor- 
mation about the nature and 
scope of the investigation. 

15. To discover the nature 
and substance (but not the 
‘source) of the information that 
was collected for an “Investi- 
gative Consumer Report.”

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ONE MAN'S EFFORT 


In the course of the’ 


question and answer period at 
the May Foggy Bottom Asso- 
ciation meeting, we were 
surprised to find out that the 
strobe - light traffie signal, 
installed at 25th and K Streets, 
N.W., is a local (within our 
own D.C. government) inven- 
tion. However, since the topic 
under discussion was neigh- 
borhood parking permits, and 
traffic signals were a bit off the 
subject, we decided to follow 
up on the story later, for the 
FBNews. 

Upon contacting the De- 
partment of Highways and 
Traffic, we dearned that our 
25th ‘and K_trattic signal, 
composed of seven strobe 
light devices, represents a 
premier effort in the United 
States to further improve 
safety at signalized intersec- 
tions. 

The strobe light concept is a 
development of the D.C. De- 
partment of Highways and 
Traffic under the sole guid- 
ance of Thomas F. Rick. Tom 
is the chief traffic engineer of 
Detour Operations and, to put 
it bureaucratically, has a job 
description as remote as one 
could be from developing 
traffic signal components. 
Nevertheless, Tom in his con- 
tinuing dedication over the 
past 15 years with the Depart- 
ment, gave unstintingly of his 
off-duty time and talent to 
bring this project to the point 
where it is now saving lives in 
our city. 

Mike, Tom's teenage son, 
has been electronically inclin- 
ed since he was a young child 
and, aware of his dad’s desire 
to improve safety at high 
accident signalized locations, 
assisted Tom on weekends and 
in the wee hours of the 
morning in their basement 
workshop in developing the 
first effective strobe tight unit

for incorporation into a traffic 
signal lens. When the concept 


was perfected, the first instal-. 


lation was made at the inter- 


section of Bladensburg Road | 
and H Street, N.£.—resulting | 
in an immediate reduction of a 


previously severe accident 
pattern. ; 
Washington, D.C. is unique 


in the use of strobe traffic 


signals as a result of a request | 


by the U.S. Department. of 
Transportation for our city to 
carry out full scale experi- 
mentation with Tom’s device 
in order to determine if it 
would be equally effective in 
other cities across the nation. 
Under the present policy, 
locations with specific prob- 
lems are equipped with strobe 
light units, each costing ap- 
proximately $200, in order to 
more effectively alert motor- 
ists to the red signal indica- 
tion. : 

The 25th and K, N.W. 
installation represents the sev- 
enth location in the city where 
this principle has been ap- 
plied. Its application at 25th 
and K Street, according to 
Departmental records, has def- 
initely improved the tfaffic 
situation. 

Department officials, there- 
fore, have expressed great 
satisfaction as a result of its 
contribution to the traffic 
safety effort in the Nation’s 
Capital and have extended 
their deep appreciation to 
Tom for his work —conducted 
on a purely voluntary basis 
toward making the city a safer 
one. 

We are fortunate in Foggy 
Bottom to be a part of this 
successful “experiment,” and 
would like to thank Tom {as in 
Edison?) for taking a “Detour” 
into the field of electronics.

RESIDENTIAL 
PERMIT PARKING 
PROGRAM 


Increasing concern has 
been generated lately in re- 
sponse to the District's Resi- 
dential Parking Program. This 
program was developed as a 
result of numerous citizens’ 
complaints directed to Coun- 
cilmember Jerry A. Moore and 
the Department of. Highways 
and Traffic regarding incon- 
veniences to District residents 
resulting from commuters us- 
ing their neighborhoods as 
all-day parking lots. Jack Hart- 
ley, Assistant Director for the 
Highway Department, stated 
that the program is similar to 
programs used both in this 
country and abroad and has 
proved successful in eliminat- 
ing commuter parking in resi- 
-dential areas. 

Public hearings were held 
on the proposed regulation 
on June 6, 1974. After review- 
‘ing citizens input from the 
hearings, the regulation was 
revised and enacted by Mayor 
Washington on October 12, 
1974. Subsequently, the Mayor 
has delegated his. administra- 
tive responsibilities to the 
Director of the Department of 
Highways and Traffic. The 
‘delegated responsibilities in- 
clude coordinating the activi- 
ties of the. agencies and 
departments for the District 
Government that have an 
active part in the administra- 
tive functions related to this 
program. They include the 
Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment and the Department of 
Environmental Services and 
Motor Vehicles. 


On May 15, 1974, Mayor 
Washington promulgated the 
objective criteria to be used in 
evaluating the need for re- 
stricted parking in a residential 
area. At the same time the 
Mayor invited written peti- 
tions to be submitted to the 
Office of the Secretariat. The 
criteria are as follows: 

(1) During. any period be- 
tween the hours of 7:00 a.m. 
and 6:30 p.m. weekdays, ex- 
cept holidays, the number of 
vehicles parked (or standing), 
legally or illegally, on the 
streets in the area is equal to 
70% or more of the legal 
on-street parking capacity of 
the area. For purposes of this 
criterion, a legal parking space 
shall be 20 linear feet. 


(2) During the same period 
as in Item 1 above, 10 % or 
more of the vehicles parked 
(or standing) on the streets in 
the area are not registered in 
the name of a person residing 
in this area. For purposes of 
this criterion, the latest avail- 
able information from, the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
regarding registration of motor 
vehicles shall be used. 

(3) Prior to an area being 
recommended as a residential 
permit parking area, the fol- 
lowing factors must be consid- 
ered: 

(a) The clean air require- 
ments of Federal and District 
air quality plans. 

(b) The possibility of a 
‘reduction in vehicle miles 
' traveled.

(c) The likelihood of alle- 
viating traffic congestion, ille- 
gal parking, and related health 
and safety hazards. i 

(d) The proximity of pub- 
lic transportation. 


(e) The desire and need of: 


the area residents for resident- 


‘ial permit parking and their 


willingness to bear the associ- 


-ated administrative costs. 


(f) The need for parking 
for periods in excess of two 
hours for business. establish- 
ment and the general public 
for religious, health, or educa- 
tional purposes; and- 

(g) The need for parking 
regulation to maintain the 
stability of neighborhoods. 

Upon receipt of written 
petitions, the parking staff of 
the Department of Highways 
and Traffic will then verify and 
evaluate the petitions to deter- 
mine whether the area peti- 
tioned meets the criteria. A 
schedule for public hearings 
will then be arranged. These 
hearings will be conducted by 
a hearing officer appointed by 
the Executive Secretary. 

The Hearing Officer, upon 
completion of the hearings, 
will then prepare recom- 
mendations to the Mayor. The 


Mayor will then submit his. 


recommendations by report to 


the City Council. If approved ' 


by the Council, the Depart- 
ment of Highways and Traffic 
will take such necessary steps 
to coordinate the activities of 
the other aforementioned de- 
partments and agencies to 
implement the permit pro- 
gram.

A 
knowledge of the rules that 
govern debate is therefore 
essential for every member to 
enable him or her to exercise 
his or her rights fully. 

All motions (see the previ- 
ous article on motions) can be 
classified into three groups, 
according to the extent of 
debate permitted on them: 

1. Undebatable motions 

2. Motions open to restrict- 


For example the motion to 
“lay on the table” (or postpone — 
a motion temporarily) is one 
sample of an  undebatable 
motion. ; 

The motion to “refer to a 
committee,” for example, may 
require some restricted dis- 
cussion as to the advisability 
of the question's being re- 
ferred to a committee, or 
about the personnel or powers 
of the committee, or the 
method of selection of the 
committee.
